The  Gospel  of  Christ  is  to  he  propagat¬ 
ed,  and  his  holy  religion  disseminated  by  men,  and 
not  by  money,  but  as  a  subordinate  means.  We 
would  neither  undervalue  pecuniary  means,  nor 
substitute  any  thing  in  the  place  of  liberal  benc- 
fictions.  VVe  know  that  there  are  Mis.'ionarios 
in  siome  of  our  dioceses  who  are  very  scantily  ns- 
aisted.  We  know  that  there  are  many  feeble 
parishes,  deserving  Missionary  aid,  which  receive 
none.  We  know  that  there  arc  theological  stu- 
d.mti  who  require  further  aid  to  enable  them  to 
pursue  their  course.  But  wc  know  too,  that  the 
cause  of  all  these  evils  is  to  be  found  in  the  deti- 
'cien^v  of  that  spirit  which  would  supply  an  ample 
nunibor  of  candidates  for  orders.  We  believe 
that  this  point,  the  supply  of  candidates  is  the 
most  important  in  reference  to  education  for  the 
ministry,  and  that  when  this  is  properly  attended 
VN  afl  other  topics  will  receive  due  consideration. 
Here  we  have  yet  to  lay  the  foundation  of  the 
work  of  education  for  the  miniitry.
